Just a reminder to all residents of who is responsible 
Village Responsibilities 

A reminder to residents of who is responsible and for 
what: all village roads, footpaths and street lighting is 
the responsibility of lire County Council; bin collections 
and rubbish-related problems are the responsibility of 
South Cambridgesliire District Council. Trees and 
hedges may be the responsibility of the Parish Council, 
depending on where they are. If a tree or hedge is 
coming from someone's garden then the Parish 
Council can only write to the resident asking them to 
cut it back. 

Village Footpaths 

The Parish Council would like to clear up any 
confusion about the village footpaths. When tire village 
was originally developed the footpaths were "multi- 
use", meaning cyclists could use the paths as well as 
pedestrians. However, I would like to ask cyclists to 
kindly respect pedestrians, as there have been a couple 
of incidents where cyclists have been travelling too fast 
and have either knocked over a walker or nearly run 
clown a child. Please be considerate, especially at night, 
and please fit lights and a bell so pedestrians can see 
and hear you. 

Public Bin Collections 

Residents may be aware that we have experienced 
problems with South Cambridgeshire District Council 
(SCDC) emptying the public bins, bus shelter bins and 
dog bins over the last few months. Over the summer 
they had difficulty with staffing due to holidays and 
illness. Our twice weekly collections became once 
weekly and over the past few weeks the day of 
collection has dianged. We have been in constant 
contact with SCDC and are hopeful that the problem 
will be rectified.

Residents receive their cash back 
A number of Cambridgeshire residents received 
money back last month after unwittingly responding 
to scam mail. As part of follow up work 
Cambridgeshire County Council reminds us that scam 
mail can take many forms. Letters are designed to look 
official or to befriend in order to con victims out of 
money. 

Residents should seek help if they have fallen victim 
to a scam. Don't be embarrassed - scammers can be 
very devious. We want to stop the cycle - if people 
respond to a scam their personal details could be 
shared with other criminals, making it more likely that 
more scam mail will be received.

Low income family? Don't forget to apply for free school 
meals 

From the start of this term, ail Reception, Year 1 and 
Year 2 pupils in England receive free school meals for 
the first time. But every primary school child whose 
family applies on the grounds of low income secures 
an additional £1,300 of funding - the Pupil Premium. 

Parents and carers can apply by calling 01223 703200, 
or online at www.cambridgeshire.gov.uk/ 
fieeschoolmeals . 

Change in free childcare eligibility 
A change in national criteria means more 2-year-olds 
in Cambridgeshire axe eligible for free childcare. 
Eligibility includes children who: 

• are in receipt of Disability Living Allowance; 

• have a statement of Special Educational Needs or 
Education, Health and Care(EHC) Plan 

• are working with Early Support and have complex 
needs requiring ongoing specialist support. 

Cambridgeshire County Council already includes 
families in receipt of Working Tax Credit - who 
previously were not entitled - as long as household 
income is still less than £16,190. 

in Cambridgeshire, around 26% of two-year-olds will 
be eligible for free childcare, supporting development - 
and ultimately school readiness and achievement - of 
these children. 

Free childcare will also help ease financial pressures 
for parents, giving them time to look for work, take up 
training or work more hours. The hours can be taken 
as 15 hours a week during school term time. In some 
childcare settings the free hours can be spread more 
evenly throughout tlie year - fewer hours a week over 
more weeks, up to a maximum of 570 hours a year.

NEIGHBOURHOOD WATCH 
Warning! Vierc is a new type of burglar around. 
This one won't enter your property by a door or window but 
through your telephone, computer, smart phone etc. 

There are many different types of cybercrime and due to its 
rapid growth Cambridgeshire police have recently been 
issuing specific advice for parents, young people and 
businesses at www.cambs.police.uk/GetCloser/C yb ercrime/. 
but basic advice for everyone includes: 

• never divulge pin numbers, passwords etc. online or over 
the phone; 

• beware of opening email attachments unless you are sure 
of the source e.g. about prize notifications, or items you 
have supposedly bought and been charged for. Opening 
the attachment for more information spreads a virus 
which may access your personal information or data. 
Other spam emails state the victim is lost or hurt abroad 
and requires urgent funds; 

• spam phone calls ask you to ring back but you should 
never dial a number you have not verified independently. 
It could be a premium rate number or answered by 
someone pretending to be a bank employee etc. 

What else can we do? Neighbourhood Watch has 
traditionally been about getting to know your neighbours 
face to face and keeping your eyes open for anything 
suspicious in your area. While Cybercrime may not have an 
obvious presence on the streets, like burglars or bogus 
callers, we can still help to protect each other from 
becoming victims of fraud by sharing information with our 
family, friends and communities. In particular, please keep 
an eye on elderly or vulnerable people who may become 
targets. 

Lastly, if you've been the victim of a fraud or scam, or know 
someone who has, please report it to Action Fraud on 
www.actionfraud.police.uk. or 0300123 2040. In that 
way it might help prevent others becoming victims.

DISTRICT COUNCILLOR REPORT 
NOVEMBER 2014 

Waste collection - in a bid to cut £700,000 within three 
years, plans to move to a shared waste service for 
Cambridge and surrounding villages have been 
announced. Savings will also come from restructuring bin 
collections across the district and city border. Cambridge 
City Council's team will relocate to SCDC's depot in 
Waterbeach. This will help councils respond to housing 
growth across the area. Waste and recycling collections 
currently cost around £5.2 million. Councils will divide 
equally money saved to help meet savings required 
following reductions to government grant funding. 

Further Share Services - the next steps in plans for 
Huntingdonshire District, SCDC and Cambridge City 
councils to save hundreds of thousands of pounds by 
sharing ICT and legal services have been announced. The 
three councils currently spend over £6 million a year on 
ICT. An expected saving of almost £1 million will help to 
meet the demands of reduced funding. A further saving in 
excess of £250,000 is expected by joining up legal teams. 
Both shared services are expected to be in place in April 
next year. To help the councils transform services, 
£500,000 of government funding has been secured. 
Sports' Grants - grants of up to £2,000 are available to 
support athletes at all stages of their sporting careers, 
whether they are competing regionally, making steady 
progress at national level or representing GB in world class 
events.. Since 2009, over 80 young talented sports 
performers have been awarded more than £56,000 to 
support their sporting dreams. 

Fly Tipping - two men have been fined almost £2,000 
after being convicted of fly tipping. District Council 
enforcement officers traced the pair after a member of 
the public witnessed them drive down a byway near 
Earith Lock. 

The City Deal - the Greater Cambridge City Deal is 
moving to reality as councillors start to discuss the 
transport schemes which could be prioritised with new 
government funding. The possible schemes have already 
been backed by public consultation. The transport 
strategy needed to support 44,000 new jobs and 33,000 
new homes planned for Cambridge and South 
Cambridgeshire to 2031. As long as certain conditions are 
met, further tranches of Government funding, potentially 
totalling up to £400m, will be available. 

Finally - Roger has been re-selected to be a candidate in 
next year's District Council election for the Bar Hill ward.

Trading Standards Officers are urging residents to 
beware of copycat websites imitating official 
government services online. These are designed to trick 
you into parting with your cash unnecessarily by 
charging for services that are provided cheaper or for 
free through official government channels. 

Ordering new passports, booking driving tests and 
renewing your car tax are some of the ways that people 
are unwittingly being left out-of-pocket by shrewd 
fraudsters. 

Copycat websites tend to use similar design features to 
replicate the look and feel of official service websites 
and often use URLs that include fragments such as 
'govuk', 'directgov' or relevant organisation names to 
make them appear as official providers of certain 
services. 

The best way you can avoid being duped is to use 
GOV .UK (www.gov.uk ~). It is the easiest and most 
secure place to find government services and 
information online. Look for the service you require via 
the search function there, then you'll know you're on 
the official site. 

National Trading Standards is issuing advice for 
consumers to beat the cyber con-artists. To report a 
misleading or copycat website, call the Citizens Advice 
consumer service on 03454 04 05 06. 


COMMISSIONER URGES DRIVERS TO 
"BELT-UP" 

Cambridgeshire's Police and Crime Commissioner 
Sir Graham Bright is backing a campaign to encourage car 
users to wear seatbelts. 

The campaign is part of a Europe-wide blitz on seatbelts. 
European research suggests that about 50% of car 
occupants that die in fatal accidents in the EU could have 
survived had they been wearing their seat belt. 

Sir Graham said: "Road safety is one of the biggest 
concerns the public raises with me. The chance of serious 
injury is greatly increased if you are not wearing a seat belt 
and can have long term consequences for both the injured 
and their families. Please belt-up and make sure those in 
the car with you do likewise." 

Cambridgeshire Constabulary are targeting those who 
don't wear seatbelts and raising awareness of the dangers 
of not belting up. 

Officers from the Roads Policing Unit will be carrying out 
regular patrols targeting those flouting the law in relation 
to wearing a seatbelt. The campaign is not just about 
fining people for breaking the law, it's also about giving 
them valuable advice which could save their life. Those 
caught not using the life-saving device can be fined up to 
£500.

Most other silent calls, apart from these fraudulent ones, 
are generated from call centres, as they use automated 
dialling systems that dial more people than their agents 
are able to speak to.

This will not 
however stop fraudulent calls so you need to keep 
vigilant.

NOVEMBER BULLETIN FROM CAMBRIDGESHIRE 
FIRE AND RESCUE SERVICE 

FIREWORKS and bonfires can be plenty of fun for all the family to 
enjoy. The fire service recommends going to an organised firework 
display instead of holding one at home. However if you do use 
fireworks or light a bonfire at home, we would ask residents to take 
on board our safety advice to ensure it is only the fireworks that go 
off with a bang: 

• Keep fireworks in a closed box and always follow the 
instructions. 

• Light them at arm's length using a taper, and stand well back. 

• Never go back to a lit firework. 

• Never put fireworks in your pocket or throw them. 

• Don’t light bonfires in unsuitable weather, particularly in windy 
conditions. 

• Don’t leave bonfires unattended. 

• Build bonfires well clear of buildings, fences and hedge. 

• Never use flammable liquids to start the fire, and never bum 
dangerous rubbish such as aerosols, paint, foam furniture, rubber 
tyres, and batteries. 

• Before you light the bonfire, check that children and animals are 
not hiding inside and are a safe distance away.
